ſary perſons foꝛ pꝛouiſions of his Honſhold, doe pꝛeſume to reſoꝛt oꝛ come vnto his Highneſle 
Court at Whitehall, oꝛ whereloeuer it ſhall pleaſe his Maieſtie to lye 02 abide, vntill ſuch time 
as his highneſſe pleaſure ſhall be further knowen herein, (except the Loꝛds, the Biſhops of 
this Nealme, the Judges of the Law, the King and Queenes learned Councell, the pꝛinti⸗ 
pal Magiſtrates of the Citie of London, his highneſſe Houſhold ſeruants, and neceſſary per⸗ 
ſons foꝛ pꝛouiſions of his Maieſties houſhold not hauing the Infection ofthe Plague in their 
houſes, oꝛ neere vnto them, during the time afoꝛelſaid.) 
It is alſo further by his Mateſtie thus pꝛouided, That if any other (except befoze excepted) 
ſhall haue neceſſary cauſe to come vnto the Court from the laid Cities of London, weſtmin- 
ſter, the ſaid Suburbs oz other plates befoꝛe declared, the ſame perlons ſhall not tome with- 


in the vtter gate ofthe Court, vntill they haue firſt ſent vnto one ofthe Kings MateſtiesPoz- 
ters at the Gates, and to him declared vnto whom he hath neceſſary occaſion to repatre with⸗ 


in the Court, and thereupon the laid Poꝛter ſhall cauſe the party to ſtay abꝛoad, without en⸗ 
tring into any Houſe, Tent, oꝛ company of any perlons,and ſhall tertiſie the Loꝛd Steward, 
Loꝛd Chamberleine, Maſter Treaſourer,Maſter Comptroller, the Uitechamberlein, oꝛ one 
of them, oz ſome ofthe pꝛintipall Officers ofthe Greencloth, if the matter appertame tothe 
Kings Maieſties Houſhold, oꝛ to ſome other of the Lozds, oꝛ other of his Maieſties Pꝛiuie 
Countell, actoꝛding to the qualitie ofthe matter, and of the perſons with whom the party 
hath to doe in the Court, and by a Warrant in wꝛiting, ſigned with the handes ok any ofthe 
ſaid Lozds, Countellers, oꝛ Officers, certified fo any ofthe Kings Maieſties Poꝛters, that 
 theſaidperſon ſhall, oꝛ may tome into the Court, then the laid Poꝛter ſhall permit and ſuffer 
him ſo to doe: other wile the ſaid perſons ſhall be commanded to returne without any longer 
abiding, vpon paine of his Maieſties grieuous dilpleaſure, and ſeuere puniſhment in the 
Marlhallea,
